ing one out when it Is hopelessly dis- 
ordered and making repairs on such as 
are repairable. 
Tboy say one of the 


new operations for It right's disease Is 
to peel off the outercoats of the kid- 
neys and leave them to work, as you 
may say, in shirtsleeves. At any rate, 
sftino of tbo surgeons do some kind of 
l||erntio:i which Is said to cure tho pa- 
tSnit, though the whole proceeding is 
still In the experimental 
stage, and 


there hns not been time yet to deter- 
mine whether the cure is permanent.—

He has erected a mint for the coining 
of the now currency which, according 
to recent treaties, .China must now 
UFO. Ho engaged tvta 'skilled Japa- 
nese to develop tho silk" industry of 
the province by the introduction of 
fresh cocoons from Japan and a better

mulberry trees from the 


south, as also a more scientific way of 
treating the cocoons. He has engaged 
three Japanese to superintend a large 
agricultural college with over 200 stu- 
dents.

Fo.v hunters of t'ic second class find 


their sport in watching or listening to 
native hounds- t r a i l a fox. 
They go 


alleld on foot and post themselves on 
high ground comma tiding tho runway. 
In Kentucky und in parts of Sow Kiig- 
land this is a deservedly popular sport, 
offering ns it does an opportunity for 
testing the remarkanie nose of the 
American hound. 


In fox hunting of tho third kind the 


object is to pursue n fox with hounds 
and to follow the hounds across coun- 
try with horses. 
To most fox hunters 


of this category the following Is tho 
most Important part. It requires horse- 
manship, a good horse and lasting en- 
thusiasm to ride well and hard to 
hounds. 


The fox hunters of tho fourth class, 


to nu\ko an Irish statement, do not 
hunt a fox at all, but: a drag; neverthe- 
less, they ride to hounds and this al- 
lies thorn to those who ride to hounds 
after a wild fox. 


In the northern stales various condi- 


tions lend to make drag h u n t i n g more 
practicable and popular than wild-fox 
hunting. 
Wild foxes are not usually 


p l e n t i f u l In regions near most of the 
large northern cities; moreover, It. of- 
ten takes a groat iloal of t i n n > to llnd 
a wild fox when they arc p l e n t i f u l and 
when you do llnd him he may not run 
very far. Tho men of the north who 
are mostly In business cannot spare 
whole days, nor do (hey can1 to tako 
chances of going out without getting 
a run. As a consequence the hunting 
life at: such centers us De.dham and 
Myopia near Boston; at Moadowbrook, 
Ealontown. (ioshen and Staten Island 
near Now York, lias developed around 
drag hounds.
